Mr. Betts succeeded his father as a Direc¬ 
tor in 1898 upon the latter's death and 
maintained the tradition of family loyalty, 
associated with the Institution from its 
foundation, until his own death—thirty-two 
years later. Serving successively as Secre¬ 
tary and Vice-President, he became President 
in 1921 and was constant in attendance at 
meetings and devoted in attention to the 
many executive and financial problems con¬ 
fronting the management In his adminis¬ 
tration, many improvements were made in 
the buildings and plant of the School for 
the increased protection and care of pupils 
and staff and a final settlement was arranged 
of the condemnation proceedings with the 
City of New York During all thco years 
of service, his relations with the Board and 
Staff were on the highest plane of friend-
